Record  farm  prices,  steming  from  strong  foreign 
demand,  highlight  the  1972/73  rice  year.  Prices  have 
jumped  to  around  $8  per  cwt.,  up  by  almost  a half 
from  their  harvesttime  lows. 

The  supply  is  estimated  at  97.8  million  cwt.,  7 
percent  smaller  than  last  season.  Exports  shifted  into 
high  gear  early  in  the  season  and  the  pace  has  hardly 
slackened.  Poor  rice  harvests  and  expanding  demand 
in  Asia  have  increased  import  requirements  of  some 
countries  and  lowered  exportable  supplies  in  others. 
This  turn  of  events  has  led  to  a rush  of  buyers  bidding 
on  U.S.  supplies. 

U.S.  exports  are  expected  to  run  above  the  average 
of  the  late  1960’s  and  although  a little  below  a year 
earlier,  will  very  likely  exhaust  exportable  supplies 
this  year.  Domestic  use  should  be  up  moderately.  This 
adds  up  to  a total  disappearance  significantly  above 
the  1972  crop,  probably  cutting  carryover  this 
summer  to  pipeline  levels. 

The  exceptionally  strong  demand  has  pulled  U.S. 
farm  prices  to  record  levels  since  harvest  began  last 
July.  December-February  prices  were  nearly  $8  per 
cwt.,  about  50  percent  above  both  the  August  average 
and  the  year-earlier  rate. 

A heated  world  rice  economy  has  led  to  several 
changes  in  the  U.S.  rice  program.  USDA  has  set 
maximum  prices  on  rice  purchases  financed  under 
Title  I PL  480  and  reduced  rice  export  payments  to 
zero. 

In  anticipation  of  continued  strong  demand,  both 
domestic  and  foreign,  USDA  has  announced  a 10 
percent  increase  in  the  acreage  allotment  for  the  1973 
crop.  On  March  9,  the  national  average  loan  rate  was 
announced  at  65  percent  of  the  March  parity  price, 
$5.63  per  cwt.,  or  65  percent  of  the  August  1973  parity 
price,  whichever  will  be  higher. 

If  average  yields  are  on  trend,  the  1973  crop  could 
total  around  95  million  cwt.  A small  carryover  this 
summer  could  boost  1973/74  supplies  to  somewhat 
over  100  million  cwt.,  up  moderately  from  1972/73. 

The  1972/73  world  rice  crop  at  281  million  metric 
tons  is  down  about  13.5  million  tons  from  a year  ago. 
World  imports  in  1972  continued  at  a high  level 
buoyed  by  adverse  weather,  rapidly  rising  demand, 
and  disruptions  from  military  conflicts.  Lagging 
output  in  the  Asian  countries  has  heightened  world 
import  demand  in  1973. 
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SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK  FOR  1972/73 


Supplies  Lower 

The  1972  rice  crop  is  estimated  at  85.2  million  cwt. 
(rough),  1%  below  a year  earlier  (table  5).  About  50% 
of  the  rice  crop  was  long  grain,  40%  medium  and  10% 
short.  The  smaller  crop  was  due  to  lower  yields, 
mainly  in  Texas  and  Arkansas,  although  the 
national  average  at  4,684  pounds  per  acre  was  still 
the  second  highest. 

Carryin  stocks  last  August  totaled  11.4  million 
cwt.,  down  nearly  40%  from  the  high  level  of  a year 
earlier.  Around  10%  of  this  was  already  earmarked 
for  export  to  South  Korea.  Long  grain  rice  in  the 
Southern  United  States  accounted  for  about  45%  of 
total  August  1 stocks;  medium  grain  accounted  for 
around  40%,  three-fourths  of  which  was  positioned  in 
California;  and  the  remainder  was  short  grain  rice, 
nearly  all  in  California. 

Imports,  mainly  broken  rice  destined  for  brewers, 
are  estimated  at  1.2  million  cwt.  The  total  rice  supply 
for  the  1972/73  marketing  season  was  97.8  million 
cwt.,  7%  less  than  last  season. 


Demand  Tugging  at  Supplies 

Domestic  use  is  expected  to  increase  moderately 
from  the  35.4  million  cwt.  of  last  season.  Food  use 
(including  shipments  to  territories)  and  brewer’s  use 
should  continue  their  recent  uptrends. 

Strong  demand  and  tight  exportable  supplies  in 
Asia  and  South  America  have  led  to  another  good 
year  for  U.S.  rice  exports.  However,  limited  export 
availabilities  will  keep  this  year’s  exports  below  a 
year  ago’s  record  57  million  cwt.  At  the  outset  of  the 
1972/73  season,  foreign  demand  was  unusually 
strong  as  it  became  apparent  that  adverse  weather 
was  not  only  going  to  reduce  the  Asian  rice  crop  but 
also  delay  the  harvest.  ^ 

Small  Carryover  Next  August 

The  flow  of  ricQ  will  reduce  stocks  to  pipeline  levels 
before  new  crop  supplies  become  available.

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Carryover  may  be  down  to  around  7. 5-8.0  million 
cwt.,  the  level  of  the  mid-1960’s.  Thus,  heading  in 
1973/74,  supplies  will  be  very  tight. 

Farm  Prices  Set  Records 

Demand  has  pulled  U.S.  farm  prices  to  record  high 
levels  since  harvest  began  in  Texas  and  Louisiana 
last  July.  Prices  moved  up  sharply  during  September- 
December  and  have  leveled  off  at  $7.95  per  cwt.  since 
then.  For  the  season,  prices  are  expected  to  average 
around  a fourth  higher  than  last  season’s  $5.34.

Retail  Prices  Attractive 

Rice  continues  to  be  a good  buy.  Retail  prices  have 
edged  up  only  about  a cent  a pound  (3%)  since  last 
summer.  During  the  fourth  quarter  of  1972,  long 
grain  rice  at  24  cents  per  pound  was  the  same  as  the 


year  earlier,  although  wholesale  prices  rose  3 cents. 
This  stability  was  probably  due  to  the  Economic 
Stabilization  Program.  The  farmer’s  share  of  the 
consumer’s  dollar  spent  for  rice  during  October- 
December  1972  jumped  from  32  to  44%,  reflecting  a 
shrinkage  in  the  spread  of  the  marketing  sector.

Loan  Activity  Down 

About  a fourth  of  the  1972  rice  crop  (22.7  million 
cwt.)  has  been  placed  under  loan  as  compared  to  over 
a third  for  the  1971  crop.  The  difference  reflects  this 
year’s  very  strong  price  situation  which  has  led  to 
growers  moving  more  new  crop  rice  to  market.  By  the 
end  of  February  11.9  million  cwt.  had  been  redeemed. 
Considering  current  record  farm  prices  nearly  all  rice 
under  loan  is  expected  to  be  redeemed  before  loans 
mature  at  the  end  of  April. 

USDA  recently  announced  that  the  interest  rate 
farmers  pay  on  commodity  loans  will  be  raised  from 
3V2%  to  5V2%,  effective  with  the  1973  crop  loan.  The 
rate  boost  more  nearly  reflects  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporations  cost  of  borrowing  money.

Export  Payments  Cut;  Ceiling  Placed 
on  PL  480  Prices 

As  world  rice  prices  moved  up,  U.S.  export 
payments  were  reduced  until  on  December  21,  1972, 
they  were  zero.  In  recognition  of  the  tight  supply, 
USDA  announced  on  December  27,  a set  of  maximum 
prices  at  which  it  will  finance  milled  rice  under  Title  I 
of  PL  480:  $13.50  and  $12.75  per  cwt.  for  long  and 


medium/short  grain  rice,  respectively.  These  prices 
were  for  U.S.  No.  5 milled  rice  reasonably  well  milled 
or  better,  maximum  20%  broken,  free  alongside  ship 
(f.a.s.)  U.S.  port,  net  in  100  pound  bags.  On  January 
15,  the  maximum  prices  for  medium  and  short  grain 
brown  rice  were  set  at  $11.25  per  cwt. 

1973  Rice  Allotment  Raised  10% 

The  1973  rice  allotment,  announced  in  late 
December  at  2,020,107  acres,  is  up  10%  from  a year 
ago.  This  reflects  an  anticipated  strong  demand  from 
commercial  markets  both  here  and  abroad  and  for 
shipments  under  foreign  aid  programs.  Also 
proclaimed  were  marketing  quotas  for  the  1973  crop. 
Producers,  voting  in  the  mail  referendum, 
overwhelmingly  approved  the  marketing  quotas. 

The  national  average  loan  and  purchase  rate  for 
1973  crop  rice  will  be  $5.63  per  cwt.  as  announced  on 
March  9.  This  represents  65%  of  the  March  1973 
parity  price  for  rice  and  is  an  increase  of  36  cents  per 
cwt.  over  the  1972  support  level  of  $5.27. 

By  law,  if  the  support  level  is  less  than  65%  of  the 
parity  price  as  of  the  beginning  of  the  marketing  year 
August  1, 1973,  USDA  will  increase  the  level  to  reflect 
65%  of  the  August  1973  parity  price. 

Value  factors,  which  reflect  rough  rice  support 
levels  on  a milled  basis,  will  be  announced  later. 

1973  Crop  Larger 

The  10%  increase  in  allotment  for  1973  is  the 
forerunner  of  the  first  substantial  increase  in  rice 
production  since  1968.  If  the  increase  in  rice  seedings 
approximates  the  increase  in  allotments  and  yields 
per  acre  are  on  trend,  the  1973  crop  could  total  95 
million  cwt.  This,  combined  with  August  1 stocks, 
would  result  in  a 1973/74  supply  somewhat  over  100 
million  cwt.,  and  up  from  97.8  million  for  1972/73. 
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WORLD  RICE  SITUATION^ 


The  world  rice  economy  has  been  characterized  by 
reduced  exportable  supplies,  increased  import 
demand,  and  relatively  high  world  prices  in  recent 
months. 

This  is  a sharp  turnaround  after  5 years  of  relatively 
heavy  supplies  and  declining  prices.  This  tightening 
results  mainly  from  nearly  5%  reduction  in  the 
1972/73  world  rice  harvest,  coupled  with  an  average 
annual  growth  in  consumption  of  over  2.5%. 

World  Trade  and  Prices 
in  1972 

World  imports  in  1972  continued  at  the  high  level  of 
the  preceding  2 years.  South  Korea,  South  Vietnam, 
Indonesia,  Bangladesh  and  the  Philippines 
accounted  for  most  of  the  increased  demand.  Rapidly 
rising  demand,  adverse  weather,  and  disruptions 
from  military  conflicts  contributed  to  larger  import 
requirements. 

As  import  demand  rose,  exportable  supplies  in

Southeast  Asia  and  South  America  tightened. 
Thailand  reimposed  a tax  on  rice  exports  to  ensure  an 
adequate  domestic  supply.  Burma  embargoed 
exports  until  its  crop  was  harvested  in  December. 
Brazil  discontinued  exports,  and  short  supplies  and 
high  domestic  prices  kept  Argentine  rice  out  of  export 
channels. 

The  turnabout  in  supply  conditions  was 
accompanied  by  a rise  in  world  prices.  Since  early 
April,  1972,  prices  of  white  rice  (5%  brokens)  f.o.b. 
Bangkok  have  increased  about  $75  per  metric  ton  to 
$205.00. 

World  Rice  Production  Slips^ 

Preliminary  estimates  put  1972/73 
output — including  that  of  the  People’s  Republic  of 
China — at  281  million  metric  tons.  This  is  13.5 
million  tons  less  than  in  1971/72.  This  season  the 
Asian  region  has  been  the  most  seriously  affected  by 
poor  harvest. 


^Northern  Hemisphere  Crops  harvested  during  July- 
December  are  combined  with  Southern  Hemisphere  crops 
harvested  during  January-June  of  the  following  year. 
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The  crop  in  the  People’s  Republic  of  China,  world’s 
largest  rice  producer,  is  down  3%  from  last  year’s 
record.  In  South  and  Southeast  Asia  the  1972/73  crop 
is  expected  to  be  down,  by  nearly  12  million  tons, 
owing  primarily  to  a poor  monsoon. 

Even  before  the  unsatisfactory  monsoon  season 
other  factors  such  as  floods,  disease,  and  disruption 
from  military  activity  were  already  lowenng 
potential  output  and  reducing  supplies  in  a few  large 
producing  countries  in  Asia,  namely  the  Khmer 
Republic  (Cambodia),  the  Philippines,  and 
Bangladesh.  Then,  a long  delay  in  monsoon  rains 
retarded  this  year’s  crop  affecting  also  the  crops  in 
India,  South  Korea,  and  Indonesia. 

Near  the  end  of  1972,  import  requirements  in  most 
Asian  countries  had  increased  to  meet  the  expected 
1973  deficit. 

World  Trade  and  Prices  Strong  in  1973 

The  recent  poor  rice  crop  in  Asia  could  lead  to 
significantly  reduced  food  supplies  in  those  areas  for 
most  of  calendar  year  1973,  since  rice  accounts  for 
about  two-thirds  of  the  total  grain  supply. 

Crops  of  other  grains  are  down  this  year  in  many 
Asian  countries.  Also,  supplies  of  food  grains  other 
than  rice  are  less  available  from  foreign  sources  now 
than  they  were  during  the  poor  monsoon  years  and 
low  rice  crops  of  the  mid-1960’s;  and  a general 
increase  in  world  food  grain  prices  this  season  means 
that  additional  amounts  of  scarce  foreign  exchange 
will  be  needed  for  commercial  purchases  to  cover  the 
larger  needs. 


Asia  normally  exports  under  5 million  tons  of  rice 
annually,  which  is  less  than  2%  of  its  production. 
Because  of  this  relationship,  crop  fluctuations  in  any 
of  the  major  producing  countries  can  have  a 
pronounced  effect  on  annual  world  import  needs  and 
on  world  rice  prices. 

Asian  importers  will  have  difficulties  in 
purchasing  rice  from  neighboring  suppliers. 
Thailand  and  Burma,  which  normally  supply  about 
1.5  million  tons  (40%)  of  Southeast  Asian  imports, 
also  have  had  poor  crops.  The  Khmer  Republic 
formerly  a major  exporter,  will  import  a sizable 
tonnage  of  rice,  owing  to  a crop  shortfall  of  about 
600,000  tons. 

World  rice  imports  in  1973  will  depend  largely  on 
the  success  of  various  Asian  efforts  to  achieve  a 
recovery  in  food  grain  output.  Before  Asian  nations 
complete  their  rice  harvesting  in  1973,  mainly  during 
November-December,  some  may  seek  additional  food 
grains  on  the  world  market.  But  this  import  demand 
will  likely  occur  when  exportable  supplies  in  major 
exporting  countries  will  be  tight.  Therefore,  world 
rice  prices  may  remain  relatively  high  at  least  until 
new  crop  harvests  are  nearly  completed. 

Higher  prices  in  1973  should  stimulate  plantings  in 
Southeast  Asia  for  the  1973/74  season.  A good 
monsoon  on  top  of  expanded  area  would  help  to 
recover  from  the  recent  low  production  level.  Thus,  by 
early  1974  there  could  be  some  relief  for  the  tight 
supply  situation.  However,  if  the  harvest  is  not 
greatly  increased  and  Asia’s  tight  supply  situation 
remains  unabated  throughout  1973,  world  import 
requirements  could  reach  mid-1960’s  record  levels.
